rhe United States Department of Agriculture, in its 
official report, announces the condition of the fall wheat crop 
(which is two-thirds of their total wheat crop) on April ist, 
1917, to be the rest ever recorded and predicts a yield of 
244,000,000 bushels below the crop of 1915.

devise means of increasing and conserving food supplies.
